W hkn President F. H. Gruenhatfen made his address at the 
Chamber of Commerce last night he voiced in no uncertain way 
the fact that the Chamber has a record of achievements to its 
credit. 
Not boastfully, but in a matter of fact way, he recited 
what had been done in the last year. 
The address in its entirety 
is published in the Dispatch today. 
Each year, in recent times, the Chamber has sought to ac­ 
complish something of a concrete nature so that those who ask ed, 
“ Has the Chamber done anything?” could be shown something 
substantially. 
One year it was the 50th anniversary celebration 
in Brainerd, another year it was the Tourist Park . 
In 1924 three substantial achievements stand to the credit of 
the Chamber, the distribution of good full blood sires among the 
farmers, the support of the Athletic park and the appointment 
of a committee to assist in a tax reduction plan. 
The good sires distribution cemented relations between Braln- 
erd and the countryside, l>etween farmers and business and pro- 
iessional men, between county agent and all the other factors of 
town and vicinity. 
The advertising secured was in every con­ 
ceivable manner, from newspaper to magazine, from moving pic­ 
tures to radio. 
For the coming 
y e a r the president mapped out a comprehen­ 
sive course. There is further work at the Athletic park , support 
of home industries, ex tension of the full blood sires movement. 
Two large conventions will l>e held in Brainerd, the Elk s state 
convention being the largest in the history of the city, and the 
Northern Minnesota Medical society. 
Dates have not yet been 
definitely set for these conventions, but they will not be permitted 
to overlap, as each is a great undertak ing and must be carried 
out successfully. 
A new convention sought for 1926 is that of the State Dairy­ 
men’s Association. 
It is sought because it work s hand in hand 
with the ex tension of the dairy system in which the Chamber has 
tak en such an active part in this county. 
And as to creameries 
and corresponding butter samples for ex hibits at the dairy show, 
Brainerd has two creameries, with one each at Crosby, Aitk in, 
Pillager, Pequot, Pine River, Fort Uiplev, Jenk ins, Motley, Sta­ 
ples and Leader. This mak es a total of 12 creameries in so-called 
Brainerd territory, butter from such district having been assem­ 
bled here and shipped in carload lots to Duluth. 
It is hoped most 
sincerely that this convention can be secured for n» *x t vear.

W hen President F. lf. Gruenhagen made his address at the 
Chamber of Commerce last night he voiced in no uncertain way 
the fact that the Chamber has a record of achievements to its 
credit. 
Not boastfully, but in a matter of fact way, he recited 
what had been done in the last year. 
The address in its entirety 
is published in the Dispatch today. 
Each year, in recent times, the C h a m a r has sought to ac­ 
complish something of a concrete nature so that those who asked, 
“Has the Chamber done anything?” could be shown something 
substantially. 
One year it was the 50th anniversary celebration 
in Brainerd, another year it was the Tourist Park. 
In 1921 three substantial achievements stand to the credit of 
the Chamber, the distribution of good full blood sires among the 
farmers, the support of the Athletic park and the appointment 
of a committee to assist in a tax reduction plan. 
The good sires distribution cemented relations between Brain­ 
erd and the countryside, between farmers and business and pro­ 
fessional men, between county agent and all the other factors of 
town and vicinity. 
The advertising secured was in every con­ 
ceivable manner, from newspaper to magazine, from moving pic­ 
tures to radio. 
For the coming year the president mapped out a comprehen­ 
sive course. 
There is further work at the Athletic park, support 
of home industries, extension of the full blood sires movement. 
Two large conventions will be held in Brainerd, the Elks state 
convention being the largest in the history of the city, and the 
Northern Minnesota Medical society. 
Dates have not yet been 
definitely set for these conventions, but they will not be permitted 
to overlap, as each is a great undertaking and must be carried 
out successfully. 
A new convention sought for 192b is that of the State Dairy­ 
men’s Association. 
It is sought because it works hand in hand 
with the extension of the dairy system in which the Chamber has 
taken such an active part in this county. 
And as to creameries 
and corresponding butter samples for exhibits at the dairy show, 
Brainerd has two creameries, with one each at Crosby, Aitkin, 
Pillager, Pequot, Pine River, Fort Ripley, Jenkins, Motley, Sta­ 
ples and Leader. 
This makes a total of 12 creameries in so-called 
Brainerd territory, butter from such district having been assem ­ 
bled here and shipped in carload lots to Duluth. 
It is hoped most 
sincerely that this convention can be secured for next vear.

The recent return of Dick Hyla nd, Ca lifornia rugby ‘•ta r a nd Olympic 
hero, is the occa sion for publishing the true story of the wild a fternoon la st 
sum mer when the America ns won the rughy cha mpionship a nd the "Hfa r- 
Spnngle« ! Ba nner” wa s hissed by French specta tors who w« *.« * busy brea king 
every America n hea d In sight. 
Hyla nd wa s the sta r of the Ya nkee tea m which downed the French in 
the fina ls in .a ga m e fea tured by slugging a nd other demonstra tion < of ex 
ceedinglv ha d sportsma nship. 
The French tea m a nd specta tors ea rned a 
ha d na me tha t da y which ha s la sted pretty much 
ever since, 
it is only fa ir 
to point out tha t Hyla nd, who ha d most ca use to resent this a ttitude of his 
opponents a nd the speeta tors, ha s com pletely cha nged his mind a nd ha s e x­ 
pressed hope of returning to Pa ris a nd pla ying rugby on a French tea m. 
It wa s Dick who na iled the French “ a ce,” J a ureguy, with a bea utiful 
flying ta ckle ea rly in the fina l ga m e a nd upset the cra ck pla yer so severely 
he never got In.ck into the ga me. 
Hyla nd repea tedly, ra ced through the en 
tire French tea m, dodging a nd hurdling in wha t his opponent* cla imed wa 
unorthodox pla y. 
Ami Hyla nd, a fter one scrim m a ge, wa s op' iily punched in 
the fa ce by the French ca pta in. 
With rema rka ble self-control, the Ca lifor­ 
nia n a voided precipita ting a free-for-a ll light on the Held a nd ena bled America 
to win the Olympic cha m pionship. 
Na tura lly, Dick couldn’t ta ke a punch like tha t without com ing ba rk, so 
rftor the ga me a nd the fla g-rusting, he hurried in s**a reh of a n interpreter 
nnd sought out the French ca pta in in the la tter's dressing room.

presence of a hostile group of stea ming, sulky a thletes, Hyla nd, a lorn* 
America n, Invited the French ca pta in to flfilsti the a ffa ir. 
The Intter wa s a sportsma n, 
lie a pologized, in the presence of ids tea m
